Dear Mr. Weisberg, 

Thank you so much for your letters of 9/23/87 and 10/3/87. 
I appreciate your assistance. I can see that you have 
gone out of your way, to help me. Since receiving your 
letters I have made contact with Amy Stevens. She seems 
to be a bright, enthusiastic young woman, and I am glad 
to have her as a researcher. 

Concerning the documents you recently sent me, I have 
a couple of questions: 

1. The New Orleans teletype of 11/27/63 about the 
allegation received from Savannah on 11/26/63 "re 
hoodlum connections. Town and Country Restaurant, 

New Orleans." You tell me "a separate sheet reports 
that the info in it was given to the Secret Service 
6/11/66," a date you say coincides with attention 
given books following yours, particularly Lane's, 
and the FBI's first knowledge of Garrison's activity. 

Why do you suppose the Secret Service would have 
taken an interest in this teletype a year and a half 
after the Warren Commission issued its report? Also, 

I did not know that Garrison was investigating the 
assassination as early as 6/11/66. Do you know when 
Garrison's interest in the case was first rekindled 
after his brief investigation of an allegation 
involving David Ferrie over the weekend of the 
assassination? And what rekindled his interest in 
the case ? 

2. The long New Orleans teletype of August 8, 1967 
containing a review of certain files on Ruby, 

Oswald, and the JFK assassination. You wrote that 
the file no. was 89-43 (or perhaps 33) -7308. 
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By the date of this teletype Jim Garrison's investigation 
was publicly known. It is apparent from the document 
that it was in response to a request from FBI 
headquarters of August 7, 1967. 

First, what do you think prompted FBI HQ to ask for 
a review of these files? 

Second, do you have the pages referred to? Namely: 

- Page 580 - interview with Cleeve Dugas 

- Page 643 - interview with Anthony Marcello 

- Page 644 - interview with Ella Frabbiela (is 

this the 11/27/63 teletype you sent me?) 

- Page 645 - review of registration records. Town 

& Country Motel 

- Page 667 - interview with Cleve Dugas 

- Page 811 - interview with Joseph Albert Poretto 

- Page 31 - interview of Harold Tannenbaum 

- Pages 146, 147, 148, 149 - interviews with 

various people named Oswald

- Page 210 - review of Western Union records. 

New Orleans 

- Page 199 - interview with Jesse Patrick McNeil 

- Page 97 - interview with Robert Santo ine

Also, do you have the following reports mentioned 
in the teletype:

1964, Dallas, "Lee Harvey Oswald AKA IS-R-Cuba." 

Finally, what was Dallas FBI's response to New Orleans' 
request in last paragraph for review of its files 
89-43 and 100-10461 "to determine report in which 
FD-three zero twos of Norman Joseph Le Blanc and 
Alfred Tregle were reported and furnish identity 
of report to Bureau?" 
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If you have any, or all, of these, please have Amy 
Stevens look them up and send them to me. 

A last matter. I had asked you in my letter of Sept. 

30, 1977, for a copy of the Savannah teletype of 11/26/63. 
You sent me a Savannah teletype of 11/26/63 which Amy 
Stevens had found, but it was not the one I was looking 
for. I was looking for the Savannah teletype of 11/26/63 
relating to the allegation about Oswald being seen at 
the Town and Country Motel, the teletype to which the 
New Orleans teletype of 11/27/65 you sent me is related. 
Could you please have Amy look for the right one? The 
one Amy found concerned allegations originating in South 
Carolina . 

A last last matter. I read your book WHITEWASH IV , 1974, 
with foreword by Jim Lesar, with great interest. You 
certainly have acquired much knowledge and expertise 
concerning the inner workings of the Warren Commission. 

In this regard, do you know who on the Warren Commission 
staff was responsible for reviewing the FBI reports that 
were sent to the Commission, such as the ones listed 
in my paragraph 2 above, that I took from the August 8, 
1967 New Orleans teletype you sent me? 

That's about all for now. With many thanks. 




P.S. On page 161 of WHITEWASH IV you reproduced part of 
Oswald's address book that was found by Capt. Will 
Fritz. I notice that above the entry for James 
Mosty on page 68 the name Gandy or Gondy appears. 
Have you determined who that name stands for? As 
you know, J. Edgar Hoover's personal secretary's 
name was Helen Gandy.
